Tke Birth of Charlni»j«e. 


There is a story about the birth oi (hia 


King which i» told for trnth in Bavuria, 
• small divinon of O«rmany; Mdwecan 
readily imagine that in Bayara people 
had, perhaps, some little spite in declar- 
ing the conqueror wa* born in one of 
their small villages, when two or toes 
castles claimed the honor ot having been 
the birthplace, since it was not until hw 
reign that Bavaria lost her independence 
ami became a part oi Charlemagne a 
empire.

Arsrum«mte of the Opposing Counsel Now 


The hut syllable of testimony in the 


noted trial of Mrs. Elizabeth Davis, in- 
dicted for making an assault on Jack 
Lahey with intent to kill, was offered in 
lie circuit court this forenoon, and now 
;he patient jury is listening to the argu- 
ments of the opposing counsel. The as- 
sault on Lahey, it will be remembered, 
was made at IdlewiW,' on the night of Nov. 
29th, 1881, and since that exciting occur- 
rence 'Mrs. Davis has been an inmate of 
the county jail The case has been on 
trial before Judge Wilkin for several 
days, and a mine of testimony against 
and in favor of the accused was offered. 
The moat damaging testimony against 
Mrs. Davis, wad that immediately after 
the shooting of Lahey the pistol was 
found in her hand. The defense proved 
that great confusion prevailed at the 
house that night, and attempted to show 
that no one knew positively who did the 
shooting. Johnny Brewer testified for 
the defense that yonng Carroll had a pis- 
tol that night and was flourishing it 
about the rooms—Carroll at one time 
pointing it at the witness. Parties who 
have watched the progress of the case 
closely state that the People made a 
strong case against Mrs. Davis, although 
Lahey, when he testified, could not swear 
who shot him. Mrs. Davis was not put 
upon the witness stand. 


This forenoon after the evidence won all 


in, C. 0. Clark, Esq., mode the opening 
argument for the People. He spoke for 
about two hours. This afternoon Mr. 
Clark was followed by Mr. Buckingham, 
leading counsel for the defense. He is 
still speaking as we go to press. Mr.

The closing argument for the People will 
be made by State's Attorney Johns.

A Chicago Scheme. 


A Chicago paper gives us the interest- 


iug information that the telephone com- 
panies are now perfecting a plan in Illi- 
nois and several of the western states that 
will prove a great convenience to the res- 
ident^ of small towns away from rail- 
roads who desire to communicate with 
the^uWde *olrW. Itistbs intention to 
have a central office in each county seat, 
with wires running to ull of the towns in 
the county, and to establish direct com- 
munication from the capital or principal 
city of tho state, thereby making the cir- 
cuit of communication in each state per- 
fect, as well as convenient By new de- 
vices greater distance than heretofore is 
covered, and connections over a state cau 
be easily made. The work has proceeded 
furthest in Ohin, where more than half a 
dozen counties and a large number of the 
towns have been brought within hearing 
distance of Cincinnati. In Illinois con- 
siderable work has beeen done, and with- 
in a week Joliet and various towns be- 
yond will be connected with Chicago. 
The companies maintain that they will in 
no wise interfere with the telegraph com- 
panies, as they will make it a point to 
keep as far from railroads as possible in 
stringing their wires. The tariff estab- 
lished is 20 cents for five minute commu- 
nications, with commutation to regular 
patrons. The companies will endeavor 
to take in all of the out-of-the-way places 
in each state. They have many applica- 
tions from all the states in which they 
operate for the establishment of lines.nml 
large forces of men are actively engaged 
in stringing wires. The headquarters of 
nearly all of the offices are located in Chi- 
cago.
